If ih*- opponents of Socialism can devise a plan of social justice 
that will place the wealth of thc country into the hands of the people 
and relieve the plutocrats of their possessions, they may succeed in 
averting Socialism. We have an idea, however, that it would make 
little difference to the plutocrats whether it should be called Social¬ 
ism or social justice. 

If there is any way that the wealth of the nation may be placed 
in thc hands of the people save by a s)-stem of common ownership 
of thc- means of production and distribution, no one as yet has been 
able to find it. 

Social justice in name can do nothing unless it is social justice 
in fact. Then it becomes Socialism.

Well, 
we came as near the general strike In 
our Inst mining struggle us an Indus¬ 
try over came before. We not only 
stopped nearly a million of workers 
working In and nbout the mines, but 
its the result «if our sioppog** over a 
mllliou *»f w<*rki;rB in other industries 
•eere thrown Kllr within a few days of 
the mining stoppage. 

The railway companies, which ai»e. 
nmnlpulated by the same class tif peo. 
pit- us the mines are inunlpuluted by. 
they t(H)k sides with the employers 
and threw off nearly one-haif «»f their 
regulnr train serAlce.within a few days ' 
of the miners* stoppage. That natural¬ 
ly threw n very large number of mil- 
way servants idle sod a very large 
number of Iron workers In all of Jhe 
great industrial centers. 

Well, when you come to count the 
cost the first thing you ask is. Did 
your strike in any sha|>e or form In¬ 
jure the mine owners of Great lirl- 
lain'? Frankly, I admit here and now, 
that I do uut think It In any shape or 
form Injured thc mine uwnera. The 
chief Injury fHl upon our own clnivs 
the working <*lass. 

I 1‘elleve Hu* mine owners financial- 
ly benefited by our six week’s strike. 
For two months previous it» the strike 
they ran up the price of Coal by four, 
six. -iglit'ttnd ten shillings per ton. 
During the strike rual was being sold 
from six to fifteen shillings higher 
than It had been previous to the strike, 
and f<ir several months after the strike 
was ended Iho consume** wns paying 
all over the country from four to ten 
shillings per ton higher for coal than 
they had been previous lo the strike, 
land I believe when the dividends of 
I the mine owners sre declared next 
lyear It will be found (hat the mine 
owners of Great Britain msdc^mUilons 
•if pounds out of the miners* stoppage. 
Dur stoppage brought very consider¬ 
able suffering and hardship upon the 
po<*rest of our people, who c<»uld least 
sfr«»rd to iMiy high prices, snd who 
were thrown out of employment 
through our dispute. 

P«*o|)tc .Slioulil Own. 

WelL (hat is one lesson. There is 
nn*iiher lesson that the miners have 
l* am*'d fn»m It, and I sinc< rely hope 
thc morkem of Britain have learnt 
this lesson, thnt It Is hot safe. It is not 
[In thejntereats of our nation. U Is not 
I in the IntrrraiM of the workers of oar 
nation, that the coal mines of Grt«t 
, llritalii sliould rentslD In Ihe lismls hf 
! prliate inillvliloals, tn be exploited for 
, »'**>>n{. and not In the interests nf the 
I a hole »»f the people. We have glv'sn 
this matter very seiious consideration. 

We ha\c drafted a bill which pro- 
; pos*-# tu nationalise the mines of Great 
Hritain. that the gtivernment should 
lake over Ihe mines from the present 
owners, and should work thu c*i«l 
rnines in the interests of the «*hole 
community and not for private profit.- 
We pr«ipo«K‘ that the goverment should 
poy a certain value for the mine and 
th*.^ stock there, a valce which we fix 
by a certain computation which we 
consider fair, but we' do not propose 
(hnt the government should pay the 
land 4»wners any compensation for th# 
minerals which tie In (be bowels of the 
earth. 

We are going to set on foot an agi- 
tatloiv^iho who4e labor movemeBL 
orgsntxed labor In Great UrHaln. wlU 
join us In this agitation—and 1 ven¬ 
ture to say that wlthlA ten or fiftenn 
years the probabllltiea are that the 
coal mines of Great Britain wltl be 
ow ned by the t-ommunlty and worked 
by the government In the interests of 
th<* wh*»le (H>mmuDtty of Groat Britain. 

Tbv railway servants at the present 


lime have h«*en conslderlnr *he ques¬ 
tion of a bill to nationalise thc rail¬ 
ways of Great .Britain. They are al>«3 
of opinion, and I agree with them, 
that it is not tn tbe best lntercet.s of 
the community that the rattways of 
Great Britain should be held by prl-; 
vnte owners and merely to make 
money out of. and rot lo the interests 
of the whole community. Thc mines 
ttn*l the railways are closely aiUeO to¬ 
gether gnd with them .fs the land of 
Orest Britain, which in my opinion 
and thc opinion «»f the British labor 
movement should be held by the state 
aa a common Inheritance of the people 
of Great Britain. 

.disking l * ro g rr»»«, 

liurlng the past fifteiMi or twenty 
>■'* 2*1 there hsa be^.^ a forward mo'e- 
meni umc->( the trades unionists of 
our country. *rhere w*ns a time when 
»he labor movement, and the trade 
union movement nf Great Britain, 
speaking generally of them, felt that 
the price of commodities produced by 
labor shoufil fix the re«*ard of labor. 
Taking coal ns an incident, or any 
other commodity—the feeling w*as 
known as the Manchester school of 
thought, of economics—the feeling 
W'us that the price secured for labor 
products should govern the wagi-s paid 
to labor for (he production of it. 

Well, a change bas come ovt-r the 
lint- of thought nf trade unionists and 
their view now is thnt the wages of 
labor should he a first charge on any 
Induatrj’ in which wealth is produced 
and that the wages should be first 
fixeil and the c^i of the commodities 
sh«)Uld be fixed after w-ages have been 
first secured. 

That has largely taken hold of the 
trade union movement of Great Brit¬ 
ain. and the probability Is that as the 
outcome of that feeling wages In the 
near future w-lll not be governed by 
the price secured for the commodity 
produced, but that the price of the 
ciimmodlty produced will be governed 
largely by (he reward already paid to 
labor 

Towards SoctaliMn. 

But there Is another growing feeling 
In throat Britain, call It what you like; 
tk«*re is a feeling, os I have aaUl. that 
the mines and the ranw*o>*a of our 
country ehould be held by the govern- 
nivni on behalf of the whole of the 
people.

Today there Is 
no opp*»sUion to it. It Is carried un- .

Some peoplu fear the natlonallxn- 
llon of the mines, railroads and lands, ; 
not on the ground «>r the eonllscatlon 
question or anythliiK of that kind, not 
on the ground that It is robbery, but 
many fear n.itlouiiMxatior. of those In-. 
dustrles twcaiisi-, that we are not 
sulficieutly strongly represented - In I 
purUam«'nf l*» sw-ure fair e(*n*lltlons to 
the workers In those industries In the 
event of ilielr betnx taken over, and 
we arc pointed to France and Ger¬ 
many and Belgium. and-H is said that 
there, the siale employee are worse 
than those w«»rl;lng tu |>rtva(e em¬ 
ployment.

We Intend to natlunallse the British i 
House of Commons in the very near 
future. 

To nationalize railways, lh^ workers 
would not get a fair chnnee from a 
legislature such as ours Is at preagnt 
compose*!, hut shir hy * 11(10 (nth 
prt-Achlng Ihr ullllty nnd (hr n(wrs**l(y 
for the piibUr imm-rslilp of (hr mlnoa

The Socialist party haji passed 
throUKh an unusual campaign. 

It was a campaign wherein every’ 
party clalmrd m be progressive. U 
was a cami»algn tn which the voter 
was pampered with the Idea that a 
proposition was good because It was 
new. 

It was a campaign In which e>**ry 
party promised to try new legislation, 
whether thc rfiodification of tariff 
duties or lnno\-atlons lo our political 
forms, to better satisfy the people.

Or that this city vould 
distribute a half million pieces ot Itt- 
urature In the closing months of tho 
campaign.

The whole country over broke all pre¬ 
cedent for Social-Democratic ' tri¬

The result at the polls to. In some 
respects, the least essential of the 
signs pf progress. 

For the Boctallst i»arty Is still In tho 
proceos of making. And It will be for 
the next few yeara 

During that t*u*e the old parties 
will be tried in tbe balance mors so 
than ever. 

The eyes of the voters will be upon 
congresa. first of all. The old parties 
will have to vie with each other to 
make good In ameliorating the lot of 
the wpf'klog class. Will they do it? 
Anyone who knows the experlen^ In 
European countries will know that the 
American politician wilt not hesitate 
to play ail tbe tricks of tbe game that 
separates the program of promise

European nation* 
took the eue and began to develop their navtoa 
along the lines here pointed out, building Iron 
mad .stMl-clad enilsers and battleehlps, the 
United ikatee praeUcally built no new ship* for 
almoet years: from llli till 1116. When 
the war closed there were many unfinished 
shlpe still on the ways and In the ehlphousea 
that had been begun during the srar. 

Some of these were finished afterwarda 
while many .went to deoay on the stocks as 
they were left when the war ended. Monitors 
wsro not fit for srevtoo as cruiser*, so that 
the large majority of vessels of war afloat 
I during that ttme flying the coloir of the United 
' States were old fashioned wooden .oor\*ettee 
and frlgatea, 

Most of thee# were full rigged shlpe with 
nuxiUary engines and screws or propellera that 
oould be uncoupled and hoisted Into a well 
under the stem when the ship was under sail. 
Alt of the training or school ships wsre sailing 
vsssela. usually full-riggsd ships, carrying from 
4 to t old-fashioned smooth-bore guns on each 
broadside. 

While the American sailing vessels up to 
the beginning of the war bad been noted for 
their speeds and smartness, American clippers 
having practically nsvsr been beaten; with the 
advent of the steamship and the war coming 
to a close, the attertlon and Interest of the 
t^ple of the Unltsd fitatea was turned toward 
dweloping the wooderfol reeources and the 
uttUmited wealth that lay la the still unoccu¬ 
pied . leads of the west. The United Ptatse 
was at peace with all the world. Its geograph¬ 
ical pCMdtIon and the vastnofli of Its territory 
gave It safety, so that there was no need for 
elthor a navy or an army. . 

Capltailsu Invested thsir money on shore 
because Uis earnings were, better and surer 
thu at sea, where all the maritime nations 
bad to be competed with,'and so American 
. shipping decUnsd. tha United States flag al¬ 
most disappearing from the high seas. 

Undar thase conditions It ergs quite nat¬ 
ural that development and the rules and''reg¬ 
ulation* on hoard of these old frigates and 
other vessels sf war rtnuUnsd stagnant and 
the dulls and maneuvers reminded one of the 
Uma of lord Nelson and John Paul Jones, 
when yrardarm was lashed to yardarm and the 
crews wont at each other with cuDassss and 
boardlBg plfcsa.

I.et me give you one final Instance. 
1.4*0 Xtll., th*- late p«ipe. was very dif¬ 
ferent fr*»rn the pres4’nt on*-, lie was 
highly educated, lie wa.s a <lescend- 
nnt <*f the nobility; yet hl» very proc¬ 
lamation against Hoclallsm. dated Muy 
IS. IS‘91, contains puriiyrafths that 
might be planks irom tho BocluliMt 
party platform. He says; 

•‘Is It jusf that the fruit of a man's 
sweat and tabor should be enJoyc*d by 
an»'ther? As effects frdlow their 
cause, so It Is just and right that (he 
results of liibor should belong to him 
wh*» has iu! ored.'* 

Me recognUea clearly tho class 
struggle when he says: ’'The effect of 
elvir change and revolution has been 
to fllvldtf society Into two widely dif¬ 
ferent castes. I *n Ihe one side there 
Is the party which' holds the power 
because It hidds the wealth; which has 
in Its grasp aJI labor and nil trade; 
which manipulates for its own benefit 
and Its own purposrs all the sot^ct-s 
of supply, aoil which Is pow'errally 
represente*! in the councils of the 
state lts<!lf. un the <*ther side, tliere 
Is the needy and powerless mutlltude, 
sore and suffering, and alwa>B ready 
f*»r disturbance.** 

Again he says: **Keliglon teaches 
employers fhm their workers are not 
iheir slaves; that it Is shameful and 
Inhuman to treat men as chuttela to 
make money by, 4»r lo6k upon them 
merely os so much muscle or physical 
power. • • • The employer must 

nevt-r tax hta work people bryond 
their strength, nor employ them In 
work tinsuiied to their sex and age. To 
exercise pr*'ssure for the sake of gain 
upon the indigent and d<oititute. and 
to make t n*''s profit out of the need of 
another, Is condemned by all laws, hu¬ 
man and divine • • • The rich 

man must religiously refrain from 
cutting down the workmans' earnings. 
♦•Ither by force, or by fraud, or by 
usurious dealing." 

Do not these things sound like a 
manifesto from Socialist headquar- 
Iters? Listen again. He Is speaking 
I of child labor: 

"I^abor should bo regulated so that 
; those who work hardost should have 
the fewer hours. In regard to chll- 
|dren. cars should be token not to 
place them In workshopa and factoilcs 
tmtil their bodies and minds are sufll- 
jclentiy mature. For, Just os rough 
j xventher blights th** buds uf spring, 

I Mi» loo early an experience of life’s 
I hard work blights the young promise 
Inf H child's powers, and makes any 
.real educatbm Itnpossi*'!;.." 


Ro far. the pontiff Is w'lth vis. Leo 
XlJf.' w*as u good Hoclullst, recognis¬ 
ing the class struggle, the dignity of 
labor, iho ♦•vll of child labor. Even 
when he rays. "Hut It must be borne 
Id mind ilml the chief thing to be se¬ 
cured Is (he Ktfeguurdlng of private 
pniperty," It Is evbbnl that he Is 
thinking of (he f>rotectlon of the right 
of u |K»or man’s private property. But 
oh, that u Chrlstinu priest, even 
though pope, could utter that which 
follows: 

"Let It be laid down that humanity 
must remain os It Is The Sc'clullsts 
may do their utmost, but all striving 
against human nature is vain. To suf¬ 
fer and cnefture is (h*- bit of humanity, 
l-t't men Ary us they may. no strength 
and no nrfifice will cvri succeed In 
banishing from hum.an life the Ills 
and troubles which b*set It. ff there 
are any who preten*! <llfTerently. who 
hold out to a hani* pressed people 
freedom fr*»m pain and trouble, un¬ 
disturbed repose an*! constant enjoy¬ 
ment. they ch*-al the pc*>ple and Im¬ 
pose upon them, and }h<'tr lying prom¬ 
ises will only make the |H*oplo worse 
than before. There is n<»thlng more 
useful than to l<K)k at the world as 
It really Is—and at th«- same time to 
look elsewhere for u rcnietly fur Its 
troubles.** 

t»h. Ihe tragedy of It. that he who 
claims to be the vicar of Christ should 
so utterly have ahamloned hts faith In 
his Lont* "Humanttv remain as It 
Is?" The very gospel *if Christ Is that 
humanity must be ch.inged, shall be 
changed, has been rhutiged. Those 
"lying promises" are held by Christ 
Himself. And since he who claims to 
sit In Beter's chair has abandoned his 
Ix>rd and denied Him, ns I'eter did be¬ 
fore him, the Lord God has raised up 
us his prophets the foretellers of a 
new* order. In .which the promises of 
Christ shall be fulflib-d, and In w*h!rh 
humanity shall be changed from strife 
and struggle Into brotherhood and 
peace. For It Is through our Ups that 
tlve voice of Christ U speaking, and It 
Is we who call the world lo follow 
where He leads. 

This pulpit Is dedicated to the 
preaching of the great crusade to set 
your souls on fire with the holy war. 
The war Is declared, the battle Is on. 
Christ against capitalism; God against 
gold;, the Image uf the Alnilghly 
against the Imprint of the eagle.

the force of evolution. The appeal Is 
mainly Intellectual. 

The point to which they differ Is 
the personality of the power behind 
evolution. K<»cluUsm docs not deny

'Within a week or a forinlaht or three 
weeks of abject stan atlon In the event 
of their being thrown out of employ, 
ment. I fhlnk your preMtdenl raid In 
tho course of onu of his addresses that 
you are in this country securing a 
greater proportion of rt*prfnl wealth 
created than you ever were before. If 
that is HO I am glad to hear'It. II Is 
sot true. howev*»r. that In Great'Brit¬ 
ain the wHirkers lire securing Mnytld.tg 
like a fair proportion of rhe incraoHed 
wealth produced fr«un year t*j venr by 
labor upptli'd to our natloruil r**si»urces. 

The wages of labi>r arc practically 
statUiiuiry and ha.t beep for very many 
years, but the wages «»f Investtnl capi¬ 
tal uml the wages of the landlord clawt 
have gone up by leaps and bountls 
every yoar. The i*ow*t of labor lo pro¬ 
duce wealth has increased and multi- 
;>lled, l»y the multiplicity of machinery

OOH miles of railroads, more than^jne- 
iialf the mileage In the United States. 
It Is Interested in telegraph «snd tele¬ 
phone companies, traction cumpar.ies 
und large maufacturing concerns 
vhose assets are more than twice the 
ji!*?«‘ssed valuation of the city of New 
' York: more than the assessed valua- 
I tion of mil New Etigland: more than 
j the aaseMed valuation of all the states 
w«*st of'the MlssUcsippI Gver. with the 
I «‘Xceptlon of the state of Texas. That 
, is the power of the steel trust, and 1t 
; is something that may well be 
I feared."

The links 
of the endless chain reach to every 
avenue—banks, railroads. Judges, etc. 
—until tt Is impossible to get any one

This 
number was s*‘we<1 on his hommok and his 
clothrsfoiK and with It als<» went his rank 
either as petty offleer, seaman, ordinary sea- 
nuin. landsmnn. apprentice, etc., und his pay 
was according to his rank afiio.

TIm* DifTcrenC Kinds of Shlps- 

A frigate was a ship with three ^uare 
rigged masts and bad a spar or upper deck, a 
p«*cond or gun deck, on which were the heavy 
gang; their muzzles sticking out through the 
ship’s side through the gunporta. Below the 
gundeck was the berth deck and below this 
the orlop deck. Under the latter was the 
ship’s hold where the powder magazines, tbe 
water tanka the bread room, the sail room, 
and other st.»*age places were. 

A conette wa9 ^ smaller ship with only 
two decks, spar and berth deck. Oo,lhe spar 
deck were the guna protected by bullwarks 
■six feet high and sometimes these ships wsre 
called spardeck ships.
